DEMELZA - the charity that 
provides hospice care for over 
600 children and their families, 
is challenging local people to 
put on their walking boots on 
the June 20 to ensure that more 
people can benefit from their 
support. 

In what will be the second 
annual ‘Demelza Green Chain 
Walk’ residents can walk either 
six or 15 km and the charity 
hope to beat the total of £3,000 
raised last year. 

The Loughnane family was one 
of those to benefit from last 
year’s effort. Brothers Thomas, 
three, and 10-month-old 
Connor both have heart 
conditions. 

Dad Neil explained what a 
difference using the hospice in 
Wensley Close, Eltham, makes 
to him and his wife, Sharon. He 
told GT: “It’s made a massive 
difference to us. Before we went 
to Demelza we were literally at 
our wits end, we were 
exhausted, completely 
stressed. 

“Going to Demelza has given us 
our life back, having that rest, 
having that time to catch up on 
our sleep. Sharon and I have 
been able to laugh and joke 
again. We’ve been able to go out 
together as a couple.

IT has many 
names - voluntary 
sector, third 
sector, non-profit 
sector, non- 
governmental 
sector. Very often 
people don’t know 
what they mean. 

I did not know 
much about the 
voluntary sector 
when I started 
working at 
Greenwich Action 
for Voluntary 
Service (GAVS), 
about eight 
months ago. 

All I knew was 
that the people 
working for them 
share one common 
goal: doing 
something good 
for the community. 
Many 

organisations rely 
on volunteers to 
enhance the 
service they offer, 
but the voluntary 
sector is much 
more than that. It 
is managed by 
professionals who 
chose a career 
with a charitable 
emphasis. 
Basically, the term 
covers all 
community, faith 
and voluntary 
groups set up 
through a non- 
governmental 
community 
initiative. They 
have charitable 
aims, do not want 
to generate any 
commercial profit, 
and both trustees 
and staff are every 
bit as professional 
as any business or 
public body. 

The voluntary 
sector has a lot of 
potential. In 


general, it can be 
the third pillar of 
society, next to the 
public and private 
sector, balancing 
political and 
commercial 
interests and 
representing 
different 
communities and 
individuals. 
Groups can offer 
services which 
might be hard to 
get elsewhere and 
they better 
understand what 
local people need 
because they are 
closer to them. 

We estimate there 
are around 900 
such groups in 
Greenwich. No 
two groups are 
alike and yet there 
are so many 
possibilities for 
partnership 
working. 

It’s great when 
groups from 
totally different 
backgrounds - for 
example, an 
organisation that 
focuses on 
working with 
older people, and a 
housing 

association - start 
a collective 
venture, like a 
gardening project. 
So the voluntary 
sector is like a 
mosaic. Every 
stone has its own 
story and beauty, 
but together they 
create the bigger 
picture and - 
depending on how 
they are put 
together - they can 
change it to 
everyone’s 
advantage.

Common group gets out for the Big Tidy Up

PLUMSTEAD is a great 
place to live - it’s green, it’s 
friendly and it is diverse. 
But it doesn’t quite get the 
same focus as the heritage- 
heavy beating heart of 
Greenwich town centre. 

The beauty and value of the 
mile-long strip of Common open 
space, saved for the people by a 
massive popular protest in the 
nineteenth century, has always 
been a spur to the committed 
members of the Plumstead 
Common Environment Group to 
find new ways of caring for it. 

The group of hard-working 
volunteers came up with the idea 
of a series of ‘Make a Difference’ 
days - to be part of the Keep 
Britain Tidy national Big Tidy Up 
programme - involving local 
people, parks’ groups and the 
Cleansweep team in a joint 
neighbourhood drive. 

In Plumstead we’re fully aware 
of the tender loving care that’s 
needed to discover and cherish the 
many benefits of the common 
that means so much to everyone 
who lives here. 

The first of these ‘MAD’ days 
was held on Sunday, April 18. It 
wasn’t quite the thousand-odd 
local people that assembled in 
front of the Old Mill in 1876 to 
stem the destruction of the 
common at the hands of the 
developers, but 16 members of the 
PCEG gathered near the same site 
to stem the despoiling of the 
common at the hands of the 
uncaring few. 

They concentrated on the 
western end of the common, 
planning to involve local people 
in the care of the green space 
they own in common and to 
introduce them to the little 
known Plumstead Common 
Nature Reserve. 

Three hundred houses in the 
area had leaflets put through 
their doors, and posters were 
put up in local shops, but

unfortunately that didn’t 
produce any more volunteers 
at all! The PCEG was glad to 
see one woman turn up, 
though, after she had seen the 
event listed in GT! 

The volunteers toiled happily 
away all afternoon, finishing 
up with a rewarding glass of 
wine in the sunshine. 

It was a good opportunity to 
advertise the work of the group 
and to hand out free dog poo 
bags to the many dog walkers 
that passed by. 

The manager of the local Co- 
op generously provided some 
refreshment as well and you 
can see that the PCEG, friends 
to the local people as well as to 
the environment , had a good 
day clearing masses of rubbish 
that has been accumulating in 
their beloved park and making 
a real difference for Plumstead.

stressed with the boys, it’s made us 
better people.”

CONTRACTORS start work on the 
latest phase of the makeover of 
historic squares in Woolwich next 
month. 

Builders are due to start excavations in 
Beresford Square as part of a major 
transformation of the market area. 

Later, they’ll be setting up an onsite 
office in the Woolwich Equitable building 
opposite General Gordon Square where 
the public can get more information 
about the works taking place. 

Work on the square is part of the 
£6.6million Woolwich Squares project 
which will see improvements for both 
Beresford and General Gordon Squares. 

The project is being led by Greenwich 
Council with funding from the 
government’s Homes and Communities 
Agency, Transport for London and 
developers. 

The aim is to provide attractive public 
spaces which can be used for festivals and 
other public events during the day, 
evening and night. 

The famous Charter Market will remain 
open throughout the works. The upgrade 
will include new stalls and a new layout 
for the market along with new street 
lighting. There will be new access routes 


across the square to the DLR station and 
improvements to Greens End providing a 
pedestrian link to General Gordon 
Square. 

Also planned is new lighting around the 
Royal Arsenal Gatehouse. 

The improvements are part of a major 
regeneration scheme of Woolwich town 
centre which has seen new seating, 
lighting and trees in other parts of the 
town centre. 

The works are taking place alongside a 
recently-completed £6m improvement 
scheme funded by Transport for London, 
which includes the pedestrianisation of 
General Gordon Place as well as new 
paving, trees, seating, lighting and bus 
shelters on Woolwich New Road and 
Thomas Street. 

The TfL scheme was one of five winning 
projects at the London Civil Engineering 
Awards earlier this year in which a judge 
said: “The project - together with the DLR 
link - has become a catalyst for further 
inward investment and regeneration.” 

Further works centre around the Love 
Lane development which will see new 
shops, homes and an 8,000 square metre 
Tesco store along with a new Woolwich 
Centre providing a range of council 
services from one location.

A SEA captain who has been on the 
ocean waves for 20 years set sail on 
the last leg of a global voyage with 
the help of a Greenwich resident on 
Sunday, April 25. 

Leaving Tower Bridge on his boat, the 
Nuthin’ Wong, Clive Hamman had the 
vessel moored at Greenwich Yacht Club 
for final repairs - to make sure there 
really was nothing wrong - before 
weighing anchor for Canada. 

The route will take him via Spain and 
the Caribbean, and the skipper 
admitted that work on the boat is an 
ongoing affair. 

“You know, boats are never finished!” 
he said. “I’m never satisfied and just 
thankful that I have one to work on all 
the day through.” 

The sailor built the one-off Chinese 
Junk two decades ago in his back 
garden, and has been at sea since its 
completion, on a quest to become the 
first “sailing backpacker” to get right 
around the globe. 

“I left Canada in 1991, and I have been 
circumnavigating ever since - slowly!” 
said the South African-born Canadian. 

There’s a sign on the back of the 40- 


foot junk that reads ‘Crew Wanted’, and 
Clive picks up new bods wherever he 
goes. 

“I teach basic seamanship, navigation 
and cooking at sea, and cater for budget 
travellers and backpackers,” he said. 
“We eat very well - pasta, rice, potatoes. 
I even teach how to bake bread in a 
hurricane.” 

The transient boat crew can consist of 
anything from one to six persons, and 
from Greenwich Yacht Club, the cap’n 
has acquired 62-year-old Jim Miskin, 
who has been refitting and welding the 
Nuthin’ Wong in exchange for the once 
in a lifetime trip. 

Jim, from Charlton said: “I’ve always 
had children and commitments, but I 
retire soon and this is something I’ve 
always wanted to do. And Clive is a real 
character.” 

The deck hands that have 
accompanied Clive over the years have 
come from many different backgrounds. 

The skipper added: “People come from 
all walks of life, I’ve had businessmen, 
millionaires and a woman that ran an 
orphanage. The oldest was 70- 
something, and the youngest was a 
couple of years. I wish I’d kept a log 
book of everyone - probably hundreds 
have sailed with me, and the best part 
about it is that they sometimes come 
back, one after nine years.” 

One lad Clive took in was a teenage 
delinquent whose mother was at her 
wits’ end and had “cut him loose”. 

Clive said: “He had his eighteenth 
birthday crossing the Atlantic. When 
we got to Europe I gave him a tent and a 
diploma and a reference. He got a job on 
a $2.7million yacht back to the 
Caribbean, and got back to his 
schoolmates a year later - he’d crossed 
the Atlantic twice and had eleven grand 
in his pocket.”

AnHIHII Students learn how 

Olympic values can 
U support their studies 


THE ever-approaching 
excitement of the London 
2012 Olympics got 
students buzzing at their 
annual conference. 

Scores of learners of all ages 
doing a range of courses at 
Greenwich Community 
College left their books for 
three hours last Wednesday.

Oti, who is now a semi- 
professional footballer in 
Cobham, Surrey, as well as a 
mentor for his community and 
for his church, told GT: “When 
I started my two-year course 
here, my grades weren’t very 


good. 

“But then I developed a six- 
point ‘philosophy’ which I 
shared with the students this 
morning. It means deciding 
what you want and when you 
want it, and what you’re going 
to need to achieve it. I ended 
up getting straight As in all 
my subjects!” 

Former GCC Student Union 
President Mohammad Aasim 
Mirza, now aged 22, is 
currently in his first year of a 
law degree at the School of 
Oriental and African Studies 
(SOAS) in Russell Square, 
Central London. He intends to 


follow that up with a course 
for the Bar. 

Mohammad, who is also a 
mentor within his community, 
said: “In the ‘old days’ I was 
involved in this conference. 
Today I’ve come to give a 
speech and share my 
progression and my positive 
outlook. I’ve always wanted to 
be a barrister.” 

Doyin Fasanu, 16, is a former 
pupil of The John Roan School 
in Blackheath. She started her 
Maths A-level course at the 
community college in 

September. 

Doyin, a keen athlete and 
member of the ‘StepUp’ dance 
troupe, said: “This has been 
my first college conference. I 
wanted to come along, listen 
to people and what they had to 
say. It has made me more 
determined to develop my 
interests.”

TREES of all sorts are keeping 
sixtysomething Doreen Fifield 
busy. The mum-of-two, who has 
lived on Shooters Hill for over 
40 years, is part of Greenwich 
Embroiderers. 

She created the forest behind 
the two lady archers on the 
Medieval panel of the borough’s 
great ‘Millennium Embroideries’ 
project, currently on display at 
the Heritage Centre on the 
Woolwich Arsenal site. 

And, through her daughter's 
connections, she's just secured 
£150 for silks and other materials 
for the Embroiderers from 
Yorkshire Building Society. “We 
wanted to say a very big 'thank 
you' through your paper,” she 
said. 

Meanwhile, Doreen, a retired 
housekeeper, is a keen family- 
tree-er (genealogist), and she 
wonders if any GT readers can 
help. She’s one of 21 children, 
and her quest has been harder 
because she, her twin, Maureen, 
and nine of the others were 
dispersed to children’s homes 
when their widowed mum found 
it increasingly difficult to 
manage. 

Doreen, formerly Miss Dorrell, 
spends a lot of her week on 
research - much of it in the free 
library, also at the Heritage 


Centre. “The staff have all been 
so helpful there,” she said. 
“When you walk in, you think 
it’s such a tiny place - but, when 
you get out to the back, it just 
goes on and on!” 

She told us: “One brother I’ve 
never managed to find anything 
about is Terry Dorrell. I know he 
was living in Fulham Gardens 
around 1965. But that’s it." 

Doreen has a fascinating file 
about the Dorrells, even cuttings 
from the national press when 
her mum, Mary, was given a 
short prison sentence after 
failing to cope with all her brood 
- above all, not sending them to 
school - after husband Thomas 
died. 

Doreen said: “My father was 
such a distinguished man, and 
they loved each other dearly. He 
had joined up in Woolwich in 
1898, and he got the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal ( 
DCM) during the Boer War. He 
was one of the very few to be 
discharged from the Army as a 
Queen’s Sergeant and on April 
25, 1914, he was invited to receive 
the Freedom of the City of 


London. That was when his 
parents, William and Martha, 
were living in Elm Street, 
Plumstead, and his father was a 
carpenter in the Woolwich 
Arsenal.” 

She added: “My mum, always 
known as “Molly”, was dad’s 
second wife. She was from 
Ireland. I was told dad’s first 
wife, Ellen, and she were 


cousins. He helped mum through 
22 pregnancies. He died in 1950 at 
the age of 74, and that’s when 
life became really difficult for 
mum. 

“We were living in a tiny 
cottage in Orpington.” 

Doreen and her twin Maureen - 
who is now living in Bromley - 
and five of their brothers and 
sisters were in a children’s home 


in Westerham, Kent, until 
Doreen was placed with foster 
parents in Bexleyheath at the 
age of 17. 

“It was in the children’s home 
that I first learned to sew and to 
embroider,” she told us. “We 
each made a cookery apron and 
a hat to go with it, then a 
woollen rug, using a big hook, 
for the side of our bed. Although 
I couldn’t read or write until 
later, I did manage to become a 
prefect. 

“And when I got married I 
embroidered all my chair-backs 
and arm-rests.” 

She said: “Our mum, who was 
still working as a cleaner, died in 
1968 at the age of 64 after a brain 
haemorrhage. I remember she 
always had jet black hair that 
she could twist twice around her 
head. It all had to be cut off 
when she was ill.”

Pet store helps families keen to keep hens

IT’S time to start 
getting egg-cited, 
according to a couple 
from Blackheath. 

They are convinced the 
next big thing to hit the 
town’s back gardens will 
be - chickens. 

And it’s not a joke - or 
even a ‘yoke’ according to 
Susan Donnelly, who has 
just taken over the 
Blackheath Pet Supplies, 
in Old Dover Road, with 
her partner Lance 
Rushton. 

The couple say they 
have seen a big upturn of 
interest from locals since 
they started selling 
chicken coops alongside 
their usual pet food and 
equipment 

“We are helping to bring 
the countryside to the 
town,” said Susan. 
“Keeping a hen costs just 
5p a day each, and once 
they have settled properly 
each hen will give you an 
egg every day. 

“There’s been lots of 
interest from families 
and from people whose 
parents kept hens years 
ago and now want to try 
it for themselves. You 
don’t need big space - you 
can do it in your back 
garden. Lance will deliver 
one of our coops, put it up 
for you, and make it fox- 
proof.” 

She added: “A complete 
coop measures less than 
two metres by three- 
quarters of a metre. It 
includes a chicken shed 




with a run and space for 
two to four hens, plus two 
perches and a double 
nesting box. You can feed 
the hens on kitchen 
scraps, or organic pellet 
feed.” 


The couple can also put 
buyers in touch with a 
poultry breeder in 
Faversham, Kent, who 
will supply chickens for 
around £10 each. 

Originally from 


Lancashire, the pair 
spent two years in 
Australia where they say 
keeping chickens was 
considered quite normal. 

“We want to provide a 
local service and help 
people to start up. The 
eggs are healthy and 
organic and there’s no 
artificial feed or additives 
used. It’s an egg-cellent 
way to get a good 
breakfast!”

AS the weather warms up, a 
‘cool’ new exhibition is 
running at the Royal 
Arsenal Heritage Quarter. 

The Greenwich Heritage 
Centre and Firepower, the 
Royal Artillery museum 
are jointly hosting Fans. 

War and Peace - an 
exhibition of historic 
fans with a military 
theme.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

a character building rites-of- 
passage. But that doesn’t 
make the immediate 
aftermath any easier to take, 
admits Arthur Smith, who’s 
hoping to go down well at 
Greenwich Theatre later 
this week. 

“After a bad one you feel 
pretty damn miserable,” the 
comic said. “You just want 
to get out of the place as 
quick as possible - but 
sometimes you can’t! 

“I remember one where I 
bombed, it was at a car 
salesman’s convention or 
something, and I had to walk 
through the audience and 
they’re all looking at you 
thinking ‘yeah you, scum!’ 
“It’s happened to all comics, 
I’m sure, but sometimes it 
not only goes badly, but you 
alienate the audience to the 
point that not only are they 
not interested, but they hate 
you as well! It’s a 
gladiatorial kind of thing.” 
Smith is no stranger to the 
borough, and went to what 
was then John Roan school 
for boys. 

Friends with legendary 
comic and Up The Creek 
founder, Malcolm Hardee - 
“He was like the king of 
Greenwich at the time” - the 
funny-man returns to 
Greenwich with Arthur 
Smith At Large on April 30. 
He went into stand-up in the 
early 80s, after a stint in a 
review group at the 
Edinburgh Festival. His 
early shows were renowned 
for their confrontation and 
edginess - but he has 
mellowed with age, or so he 
says. 

“I’ve got a little more 
writer ly over the years - and 
I don’t nut the microphone 
and have blood running 
down my head anymore!” he 
joked. “Actually forget that: 
I’d like to encourage anyone 
from the audience to come 


up and tell a j oke that they 
think might be a 
winner!” 

Audience 

participation of this 
type was common 
place at Arthur’s 
early shows, but, he 
notes, the idea of 
getting up and 
doing a turn is a 
lot different from 
actually doing it. 

“At the Comedy 
Store in the 80s I 
used to do that all 
the time, and in ^ 

fact some people 
that got up ended 
up becoming 
comedians 
themselves. In the 
white heat of 
performance with a 
light on their face, they 
tend to be less bold than 
they might be normally. 
Stand up is a much scarier 
experience than being on 
live TV where everything is 
sanitised. You can’t heckle 
TV can you? And if you do, it 
doesn’t tend to do you a lot of 
good.” 

The show at the theatre on 
Crooms Hill is not part of a 
conventionally gruelling 
tour, says Smith: “It’s a 
gentleman’s tour - it’s like 
Bob Dylan, a never-ending 
tour, only I’ll do one every 
couple of weeks. The 
material is much the same I 
suppose, but I’ve had more 
experiences and written a 
couple of plays as well.” 

The funnyman has dabbled 
in high concept shows, 
singing Leonard Cohen and 
laying on his own version of 
Hamlet, but ( spot the 
shameless plug), “this one is 
a bit more of everything - a 
lot of it is about my recently 
published autobiography 
which is about to come out 
in paperback.” 

He is famously a Grumpy 
Old Man, but is that 
something that comes easy, 
or does he have to force it? 
“It’s quite easy, I can kind of 
switch it on and complain 
about anything at all to a

degree. I don’t think it’s very 
funny - 1 just whine! 

“The show producers do 
vaguely hint at a list of 
topics, but a lot of it I made 
up as I went along. They 
edited out all the boring bits 
- which I think were 
probably the best! You can 
tell when someone’s being 
spontaneous.” 

And then, right on cue, 
Grumpy Arthur makes an 
appearance, as if wakened 
from his slumber at the mere 
mention of the ‘G’ word, 
firing off a rant at the 
commercialisation of the 


comedy scene. 

“In my day it wasn’t 
particularly an ambition 
that everyone had, to 
become a comedian. But 
now it seems everyone sees 
it as a career path to multi- 
million pounds and being 
Michael McIntyre.” 

Grumpy, yes; Funny? 
Definitely.

LABAN-AID 


The Halls 
are alive 

THE dance organisation, Trinity LABAN 
has taken ownership of Blackheath 
Halls. 

The Boards of the Blackheath 
Preservation Trust (BPT) and Trinity 
Laban Conservatoire of Music and 
Dance (Trinity Laban), announced the 
agreement earlier this month, and the 
group’s freehold of the halls on Lee 
Road has been transferred. 

The space has been used and part 
funded by Laban since 2003, and a 
spokesperson from the organisation 
told us: “We now own it outright, and it 
has become part of the Trinity Laban 
family." 

It was stressed, however, that the move 
does not mean the venue will become a 
dance-only facility. 

“We will continue to rehearse for, and 
put on shows at the venue, and in 
terms of users, there won’t be a 
massive change. 

“But it does mean that we will be 
working a lot more closely with 
Blackheath Halls’ fantastic team of 
staff." 

Anthony Bowne, joint principal of 
Trinity Laban - formed in 2005 through 
the merger of Trinity College of Music 
and the Laban dance centre, said: “At 
Trinity Laban we aim to advance our art 
forms by bringing together artists to 
train, collaborate and research in 
inspiring creative, intellectual and 
physical spaces." 

TL will be working closely with Friends 
of Blackheath Halls and other 
members of the community, to help 
ensure that the building’s striking 
architectural features are preserved, 
and its vibrant arts programme 
continues. 

Frank Smith, Chairman of the 
Blackheath Preservation Trust said: 
“The aim of the BPT throughout its 70 
years has been to secure the future of 
the historic buildings which contribute 
so much to the character of 
Blackheath, until each property’s 
future can be secured by an owner who 
shares the same aims and objectives."

Starring Ewan McGregor as 
the Ghost (we are never told his 
real name) and Pierce Brosnan 
as former British Prime 
Minister Adam Lang, the 
action is set in a remote, 
coastal location somewhere on 
America’s eastern seaboard. 
McGregor, encouraged by his 
agent and a lucrative fee, 
reluctantly agrees to polish 
and complete Lang’s memoirs. 
No sooner have they begun 
than Lang and his assistant, 
Amelia Bly (Kim 
Cattrall)flyto 
Washington to 
clear his name 
amid 

allegations of 
war-crimes- , 
principally | 
that he 

agreed, while \ 

Prime 

Minister, to 1 
pass terrorist 
suspects to the 
CIA in the 

knowledge that they 
would be tortured. 

McGregor, left alone in the 
house with only Lang’s wife 
Ruth (Olivia Williams) for 
company continues work on 
the draft but makes a series of 
troubling discoveries, 
including the fact that his

McGregor is convincing, 
playing the innocent hack with 


assurance and ease in spite of 
the not-entirely-convincing 
cockney accent. Brosnan, for 
once, disappoints, failing to 
make the role his own and is 
outshone by his junior partner. 
Cattrall, despite 
acknowledging the restrictions 
of the role itself, is rather 
wooden and stilted but the real 
surprise is Williams, equally 
convincing whether tense, 
nervous or seductive. 

Director Roman Polanski - who 
co-wrote the screenplay with 
Harris, significantly 
underplays the political 


Congrats to the ManaGMenT 


DESPITE 2010 being but a few 
months old, MGMT’s new album, 
Congratulations, is one of the most 
anticipated albums of the year. 
Indeed, the £1 50 that is reputed to have 
changed hands for tickets to their recent 
comeback show at Heaven is testament to the 
excitement that hasaccompaniedthe band’s 
return to the stage. After the critical and 
commercial success of their debut, Oracular 
Spectacular, the Brooklyn duo - Ben 
Goldwasserand Andrew VanWyngarden, the 
permanent and founder members of the band 
- gave themselves a daunting act to follow, so 
afterthe seminaldebut they decided not to 
follow, preferring a left turn at their career 
crossroads. 

It doesn’t feel like the pair have allowed the 
commercial and critical success of their multi- 
platinum selling first release to be a burden. 
Ratherthan playing it safe and producing a 
cardboard cut out, the band set to work on a 
care free journey of experimentation, 
foregoing any replicas of Kids or Electric Feel. 
Unlike OracularSpectacular, Congratulations 
isn’t dominated by a handful of 
singles, rather the whole album is a 


mosaic of carefully crafted psychedelic, 
experimental pop gems. 

From the first bar of opener, It’s Working, any 
fears that the record might be an overblown 
exercise in self indulgence akin to 2008’s 
fourteen-minute, single-only release 
Metanoia, are allayed. Yes, the band is having 
fun, but it isn’t like a joke that no one else gets, 
and despite the trippyfeel of the album there is 
a beatific pop sensibility that results in a 
wonderfully interwoven piece of work.

Eno are all cap nods to the British psychedelic 
mod and acid scene of the late 60s and early 
70s. Indeed, the song titles themselves pay 
homage to predecessors who’ve had such an 
unabashed influence on the New York band. 
The influence of early Pink Floyd is present 
throughout, but this is no revivalist effort, and 
there is a tapestry of influence present from 
start to finish that goes beyond Floyd and Roxy 
Music to the west-coast balladry of Arthur 
Lee’s Love (I Found a Whistle). 

The nostalgic references within the album are 
effortlessly cemented with a modernism that 
is unmistakably MGMT, thanks in no small 
part to the production job offered by Pete 
Kember, formerly of Spacemen 3. 

At its height the album thrives on orchestral 
melodies that peak in to chaotic crescendos - 
falsetto vocals and wandering Wurlitzers 
leading the songs into spiraling climaxes. That 
said, there are lesser parts of the album that 
seem a little aimless, although Someone’s 
Missing and Lady Dada’s Nightmare have 
sufficient space between them to stop 
Congratulations meandering to any sort of anti 
climax.

Action schmaction. 


Plot needs 
Titan-ing up 

CLASH of the Titans is a 118- 
. minute action movie and on 
paper, a sure-fire success. It 
boasts a powerful cast, with 
Liam Neeson, Ralph Fiennes and Sam 
Worthington and an exciting story 
based on Greek mythology’s legend of 
Perseus and his arduous quest to slay 
the multi-serpent-headed Medusa. 
Furthermore - and today’s key 
ingredient - it’s in 3D. Yet my 
overriding sensation was one of 
disappointment - in the dialogue, in 
the characterisation and even in the 
action sequences. 

The story is simple enough. Angered 
by the arrogance and impudence of 
mankind, his own creation, Zeus (a 
heavily bearded Neeson) reluctantly 
allows his brother Hades (an even 
more hirsute Fiennes), God of the 
Underworld, to exact a terrible 
revenge and to show mankind his true 
place in the universe. Hades chooses 
the Kraken - a monster of mythical 
proportions - as his instrument of 
death and destruction on the people of 
the City of Argon. Perseus must first 
find, slay and then bring back the head 
of the notorious Medusa, a single 
glance from whom, they are told, will 
turn the onlooker to stone. 

Perseus, guided by lo (Gemma 
Arterton), his young protector, sets off 
on a perilous journey into the 
Underworld in search of the Medusa 
with a small band of soldiers led by 
Draco (Mads Mikkesen). Confronted by 
giant scorpions, flying harpies and a 
trio of blind witches who together 
share one eye, the special effects are, 
at times marvellous to watch. The 
clash with Medusa, deep in the 
Underworld is, in particular, 
spectacularly enhanced by the 3D 
technology. But sadly, the action 
sequences are all too often sabotaged 
by poor camerawork, the scenes race 
by at breakneck speed and instead of 
carefully managed confusion, we have 
anarchy. 

Let down by the action, we look to the 
characters for salvation, but here too 
we are left wanting. The characters 
paper-thin and underdeveloped, used 
only as transitions to the next action 
scene. Worthington, expressionless 
throughout, is rugged and handsome 
but seemingly unable to infuse his 
character with life, personality or 
feeling, and we are left staring at an 
empty shell. Neeson and Fiennes are 
both under-used, and their dialogue 
(surprisingly) kept to a minimum. 
Arterton and Nichloas Hoult (the 
young boy from ‘A Single Man’) are 
both competent but of the minor 
characters, only Draco really 
convinces. 

Verdict: 

Overall and despite the potentially 
powerful ingredients, Clash of the 
Titans disappoints. Quite whether 
Warner Brothers will agree to director 
Louis Leterrier’s request for a trilogy 
of Titan films remains to be seen. Wait 
for the DVD, if you really must. 4/10

squirm through his grasp. 

Forster volleyed over early 
in the second half before the 
lively Friend headed the 
Grecians in front at the far 
post after deflected cross took 
another nick in the middle.

CHARLTON’S hopes of an 
automatic promotion place hang 
by a thread after the 1-1 draw at 
St James’ Park on Saturday. A 
header on the hour from George 
Friend put Exeter in front, but 
substitute Kyel Reid responded 
12 minutes later. 

The winger’s shot was cleared from 
close to the line by substitute Scott 
Golbourne, but the assistant referee 
awarded the goal. 

Nicky Forster had a header cleared 
off the line - quite possibly by the arm 
of Ryan Harley - in the dramatic final 
stages, which also saw Harley's 
header tipped onto the post by 
Darren Randolph. 

Deon Burton and Miguel Llera were 
also denied by the woodwork either 


side of the break, but Charlton had to 
settle for a point and find themselves 
five points away from second-placed 
Leeds United with two matches 
remaining. 

In a pulsating end to the game, 
Forster was also foiled by keeper Paul 
Jones and the home custodian also 
tipped a glancing header from 
skipper Nicky Bailey to safety. 

Having been denied by a goalkeeper 
the previous week, it all added up to a 
frustrating afternoon for the 
Addicks, who must now beat Leeds at 
The Valley on Saturday and hope 
other results go in their favour to 
take the season to the final game.
